Rural Electrification 


THE USE OF ELECTRIC POWER for lighting and for running 
machinery-is commonplace in these times and it is vital in the operation 
of homes and industries throughout the country. Because of the large 
number of consttmers,in a small area, people in the cities af one time 
benefitted more from the service of electricity than those in the country 
districts, but fural electrification has spread rapidly in Canada and a large 
number of farms now have electric power In 1948 there were 213,205 
farms in Canada serviced by electricity, and’ no doubt this pumber has 
increased considerably since that time, The uses of electricity on the 
average farm are many. It is valuable for lighting, in addition to its uses 
in operating appliances both in the home and for the operation of the 
farm, 
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This matter was discussed recently at a meeting of 
Is Used More  tieta men of the Veteran’s Land Act administration 
held in Saskatoon. Mr. M. E. Dodds of the Swift 
In The Home Current experimental station, told of a survey which 
had been made of 87 farms on which electricity was used and he pointed 
out that in this group, more electrical jappliances were being used in the 
_ home than for the operation of the farm. These farmers had invested 

$65,000 for domestic appliarices, and only $18,500 in productive machinery 
operated by electricity. Although electricity is of greater use in farm 
work where there are diversified crops, Mr, Dodds expressed the opinion 
that many farmers are not making full use of electric power in their 
farm work. In using electricity for operating separators, food choppers, 
milking machines and other equipment the farmer could cut out many 
chores and increase labor return, the agriculturist pointed out.. 
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Rural electrification is an important factor in making 
Should Pay farm life more attractive and farm work more efficient 
For itself at a time when rapid industrial expansion in Canada 

provides.many opportunities for those who are dissat- 
isfied on the land. The use of electricity for running domestic appliances 
should in no way be discouraged for no one would question its value in 
increasing the comfort, convenience and efficiency of the farm home, At 
the same time, its uses for production should not be overlooked. Mr. Dodds 
pointed out that farm ‘electrification should be made to pay its way, and 
to do that it must be used for operating farm machinery as well as in the 
house. Requirements vary in different localities and in different types of 
farming, but electricity is of value everywhere and full use should be 
made of its services, whenever that is possible.

SASKATOON. — University of 


Saskatchewan scientists are try- 
ing to find a way-to Cash in on 


ash from volcanoes which erupt- 


ed in ptehistoric times. 


From these eruptions great clouds e 


of voleanic dust arosé~and drifted 
across the earth’s: surface, settling 
.sometimes thousands of miles from 
the scene of the eruption. 


The settling dust formed beds up 


to 80 feet in depth at some places. | 


Voleanic ash deposits exist in Sask-’ 
atchewan at Rock Glen, St, Victor, 
Neidpath, Duncairn and Waldeck, 

A number of uses have been found 
for the volcanic ash. One is in the 
highly. technical process of the clari- 


fication of vegetable and mineral |” 


oils, At present considerable quanti- 
ties of “activated bentonite’, a ma- 
terial closely related to volcanic ash 
are imported from the United States 
for this purpose. 

Another use of this type of ma- 
terial is in the preparation of drill- 
ing muds, now’ imported “to western 


Canada in large quantities for the 


oil search, 

University experiments are con- 
cerned with a third possible use of 
voleanic ash—as a ‘“‘pozzolan” in the 
making of concrete. Pozzolan is a 
material which is- mixed with Port- 
land cement in order to save on the 
cement, to increase the long-term 
strength of the concrete and make it 
less permeable and more resistant to 
flood waters, ; 

Pozzolans are mainly used in the 
construction of dams and bridges. If 
Saskatchewan volcanic ash is found 
to have a high degree of pozzolanic 
efficiency, it may’ be a valuable asset 
in the construction of the proposed 
South’ Saskatchewan river dam. 

However, the tests require long 
periods, usually several years, to 
complete. : 

University experiments are under 
the direction of Dr. A, B. Van Cleave 
of the chemistry department and 
Prof. A. H. Douglas of the college 
of engineering. Prof. Douglas is 
doing long-term tests on actual con- 
crete mixes.

Frozen Jam

Plant Sweet 


4‘. 


Peas Early For. 
Good Results 


Don’t Rush 

It does: not pay to rush the season 
with most gardening operations, and 
especially in the planting of things 
that will not appreciate a frost. For 
the great majority of seeds :started 
there is Jittle to be gained and con- 


‘siderable risk in getting them in. the 


ground before the soil and the air 
have definitely turned warm and our 
long Canadian winters are really 
over. But, of course, there are some 
exceptions, 

Jobs that might have been done 
last fall, if the weather or some 
other reason interferred, are an ex- 
ample. Under this. rough classifica- 
tion will come the planting of trees, 
shrubs, and most lawn work. In this 
category, too, will be sweet peas, 
which must be planted as early as 
possible if they are to do well. This 
sort of gardening can start just: as 
soon as the last snow has gone and 
the soil is dry enough to us without 
puddling. 


For Tender Vegetables 


If there is any secret about get- 
ting the finest quality in vegetables 
it is soon shared, Tlie main thing 
is to grow these things quickly, espe- 
cially the sorts of which the leaves 
or roots are eaten. If for some rea- 


son growth is checked, especially in’ 


the later stages, then more fibre de- 
velops and the vegetables become 
woody. To avoid this the experienc- 
ed gardener pushes his vegetables |. 
with lots of cultivation, watering 
and 

ing fertilizer either natural or 
chemical,:or both. He will also thin 
properly so that the plants have 
room and will be protected from in- 
sects or diseases. 


For a Big Show 


Almost anyone almost anywhere in 
Canada can have a showing of flow- 
ers the neighbors will envy with half 
a dozen packets of seed or a few 


. Mats of started plants and an hour 


or two spent outdoors in the fresh 
air and sunshine. Some. flowers do 
need a bit of babying and they are 
worth it, too, but what we have in 
mind now is a big show for little 
money and little work. To fit that. 
pattern will be any of these: pe- 
tunias, asters, .zinnias, marigolds, 
alyssum, cornflower, balsam, cosmos, 
nasturtium, portulaca. All of these 
grow quickly, come in various heights 
to suit the front, centre and back 


of the flower beds, and given just a} 


little encouragement: will provide a 
wealth of bloom from July until 
frost, Special planting directions 
will be onthe packet.

In place of fences or walls one 
can use growing screens and even 
the fence or wall will look more at- 
tractive if partially hidden in this

material available for this purpose. 
It will be listed in any good seed 
catalogue. The perennial types are 
well known. Many people do not 
realize that one can get quite good 
and quick results from annuals too. 
Dahlias, ornamental sun flowers, cos- 
mos, spider plants are only some of 
many things that will reach three or 
four feet in height in a few weeks. 
And there are quick-growing vines, 
too, like scarlet runner beans, sweet 
peas, hops and morning glories.

Registered seed is the product that 
is Managed by the Canadian Seed 


‘Growers’ Association and inspected 


and Certified by the _Dominiori 
Plant Production Services. On the 
other hand demands for Register- 
ed seed so far have been less than 
usual, probably on account of short- 
age of cash in farmers’ hands. Far- 
mers have received or will shortly 
receive, an interim payment on 
wheat and barley, which will put 


Tat fleast some more money into 


their hands. It is suggested that 
no better use for some of ‘this 
money could be found than for 
a farmer to purchase at least a few 
bushels of Registered seéd. Even a 


two years would give the farmer 


sufficient high quality seed to sow 


his whole farm, which would un- 
questionably. ‘bring him higher 
yields arid higher quality crops, 
which in turn would bring more 
money to the farmer. In other 
words a little money spent in pur- 


chasing seed is not an expense, but
